[Summary of the Disclosure] 

Figure 1 of the publication shows a block diagram of this designed apparatus. 
In the figure, 1 is a stereo tape recorder, the L channel input (2) of which is connected 
to an audio electric current output apparatus (3), and the R channel input (4) of which 
is connected to an actuating signal oscillator (5). This oscillator (5) outputs an 
actuating signal A of higher frequency, 4 kHz, when an operating button (6) is pressed, 
and outputs an actuating signal B of lower frequency, 400 Hz, when an operating 
button (7) is pressed. During a dialogue between two persons, X and Y, input from a 
microphone (3a), an operator presses the button (6) when X's voice is input, and 
presses the button (7) when Y's voice is input. A recording head (8) records audio 
signals XI and Yl of X and Y, respectively, on the L channel track (9a) of a recording 
tape (9), and records actuating signals Al and A2 on the R channel track (9b) of the 
recording tape. 
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
